Back Yard Gardener 
By G. O. Oleson 


With oil rationing and a long 
wintr ahead, it seems a bit out of 
place to be thinking much about 
mext year’s vegetable gardens. 
Yet I noticed that some ideas 
along that line are taking shape. 
For instance, my own garden in 
a day or two will be greee nwith 
winter tye. This will hold the soil 
and fertility and when turned 
under will make next year’s gar- 
den that much better. 

When in Boston the early part 
of the month I noticed that they 
had plowed up a - section of the 
common in front of the State 
House. 
tion victory garden next year. I 
hope that they got busy soon. af- 
ter I was there and did some con- 
tour plowing or put in a cover 
crep. Otherwise before spring 
most of the garden will be on the 
sidewalks or covering cther sec- 
tions of the common. 

Then the first part of October 
there was a meeting in Horticul- 
tural Hall, Boston, fpr the pur- 
pose of developing a recommend- 
ed policy for home vegetable gar- 
dens in Massachusetts for 1943. 
Fclks at this meeting represented 
such organizations as the garden 
iclubs, the State College at Am- 
'herst, the State Department of 
Agriculture, the Farm Bureau, 
the Horticultural 
Society, the New England Coun- 
cil, and many others, 

They recommended a_ 6-point 
policy, which I'll give to you as it 
was given to me: 

1. Patriotismg calls for an ex- 
tensive increase ‘in well-planned 
home gardens to assure an ade- 
quate food supply for the family. 


2. Gardens for family food gup- 
ply on all farms should be en- 
couraged. 


3. Gardeners should obtain ade- 
quate and accurate information 
Sas planning the garden, 

Ommunity or group gardens 
an be undertaken only after 
careful planning and under ex- 
perienced supervision and when 
they do not involve the wasteful 
use of machinery, materials, and 
hired labor. 

5. Use of lawns, landscaped 
areas, and other unsuitable loca- 
tions for garden plots should be 
discouraged. 

6. Patriotism demands the con- 
servation and preservation of all 


food crops whether from home 
gardens or commercially pro- 
duced.
